DYNAMITED AND STONES 


Some Dastard or Dastards Resort to This 


Means of Frifhtening the Pastor 


of St. Peter's Church. 


Between 8 and 9 o'clock last Wed- 


nesday evening some dastardly individ- 
ual, or individuals, placed a charge of 
dynamite in an outbuilding located in 
St. Peter's school yard and about mid- 
way between the school house and 
residence of Rev. L. J. Pescinski. The 
explosion that followed blew the out- 
building into innumerable pieces and 
could be heard for blocks around, cattf 
ing windows to rattle and frightening 
those living 
in 
the 
neighborhood. 


Father Pescinski and other clergymen 
had returned from Alban shortly be- 
fore, where they had assisted in the 
dedication of a new school building, 
and at first he was of the opinion, con- 
sidering the direction from which the 
noise proceeded, 
that someone bad 


blown up the school. 
An investiga- 


tion was made at once by the pastor 
and others present and the facts as- 
certained, but the perpetrator or per- 
petrators of the foul deed were no- 
where to be seen. 
* 


As stated 
before, 
the explosion 


caused considerable excitement in the 
neighborhood, people gathering from 
all points, and at least two ladies, Mrs. 
Jos. Glinski and Mrs. Rudolph Pipka. 
became ill, the former being so badly 
affected that Dr. von Neupert was 
called and remained with her for nearly 
three hours. Under the circumstances, 
Mr. Glinski is doubly anxious to learn 
who the gjiilty ones are and will gladly 
pay a liberal reward for information 
that will lead to their arrest and con- 
viction. 


Father Pescinski and big guests re- 


tired at about 11 o'clock that evening 
aud a few moments later were startled 
by the crash of breaking glass on the 
first floor of his residence, someone 
having thrown a piece of rock through 
the window and the next morning it 
was found that windows also had been 
broiten in the school house. 
Some of 


those living in the vicinity also claim 
that a shot was fired, but as in the first 
act of dynamiting the outbuilding, no 
one could be found or seen who might 
have been connected with the cowardly 
act. The police and other authorities 
have since been making an effort to 
ascertain who among the citizens of 
Stevens Point could be so low and con- 
temptible as to perpetrate deeds like 
these, but as yet have been unsuccess- 
ful. It is believed, however, that it 
will be only a matter of time until the 
guilty ones are found, and then full 
justice should and will be meted out 
to tbem by the courts. A t«rm within 
the walls of state prison would indeed 
be too mild a punishment for a dyna- 
miter, or indeed one who willfully de- 
stroys property in any manner. 


In an interview with Father Pescin- 


ski, that gentleman said : "My parish- 
ioners as a rule are good, law-abiding 
citizens. 
They are faithful 
church 


members and liberal in their donations 
toward the church. They oniy at times 
do not use sufficient reflection" and judg- 
ment in disputes over small misunder- 
standings and in arguing they occasion- 
ally make use of loud and forcible argu- 
ments. At the recent explosion and 
breaking of the window |in the parish j 
house, the perpetrators did not intend' 
to do any bodily injury to the pastor or i 
to the other clergy present, as the 
stones were thrown after all had re-1 
tired and the lights were out. They 
only grave expression that they were 
not satisfied with the decision of the i 
higher authority regarding some small! 
financial matters in parish affairs.''! 
Father Pescinski further says that the i 
Pclish people in general have good, ' 
magnanimous hearts, and he is confi-1 
dent that during the mission that is to! 
take place in his parish during the next! 
two weeks, all animosity will be paci-j 
fied and things will again go on O. K.

Reports of officers of the Wisconsin 


Central Railroad company, now known 
as the "Soo" road, read at the annual 
meeting held in Milwaukee last week, 
show that the net earnings increased 
10.25 per cent during the fiscal year 
just closed. The meeting was held in 
Milwaukee because the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral is still a Wisconsin corporation. 
The gain in figures was $223.179.68. 


Aside from the reading of reports and 


the re-election of officers and directors, 
no business was transacted. 
Officers 


and directors were elected as follows: 
President, Edwin 
Pennington: vice 


president, Alfred H. Bright; secretary, 
George W. Webster; assistant secre- 
tary, John A. Millington; treasurer, C. 
F. Clement; assistant treasurer, H. N. 
Paist; comptroller, C. W. Gardner; 
auditor, Robert Tooms; directors, Ed- 
win Pennington, J. S. Pillsbury, C. E. 
Wales, A. H. Bright, W. L. Martin, C. 
T. Jaffray, all of Minneapolis; Leroy 
W. Baldwin and Newman tlib, New 
York; S. G. Courteen, Milwaukee, and 
H. M. Ballou, Menasha. 


Reports showed that receipts were as 


follows : From freight, $5,509.440.71; 
from passengers, $1,583,514.53, 
and 


from mail express and miscellaneous 
sources $401.399.97, the total amount- 
ing to $7,494.354.97. The operating- ex- 
penses were $5,094,507.03, leaving net 
earnings of $2,399,847.94, to which was 
added $34,723 88 other income, 
the 


grand total being $2,434,571.83. 
Ac- 


crued taxes reduced this amount by 
$350,627.20, so that the balance report- 
ed was $2,083,944 62. The funded debt 
of the company amounted to $36,234,615 
on June 30, 1909. 


Vice president Bright said the Soo is 


not contemplating any project involving 
a new line into Milwaukee. He said it 
is not likely that anything will be done 
along this line until the expiration of 
the company's lease with the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St Paul Railroad com- 
pany in December, 1912.

The Evidence Appears to Prova That 


Game* With Cards Originated To- 
ward tha End of the Fourteenth C«n- 
turx—Th« Cards of Charita VI. 


Th.e earllent direct mention of play- 


Ing i'flrdM dlMCovered so far Is In the 
"History of tbe City of Vlterbo." «ay« 
tbe New York Telegraph. Tbe author 
quotes Corel!UKXO. who wrote about 
the end of the fifteenth century: 


"lo the ypur of 1379 was brought 


into Vtterbo tbe came of cards, wblcb 
comes from tbe country of tbe Sara- 
cens sod Is with them called nalb." 


It Is worthy of remark that Corel- 


luzzo did uot write at that dau b« 
mentioned, but a century later, to 
1480, and It Is quite possible that be 
may bar* been mistaken In attribut- 
ing the cards to Saracenic origin or 
may bare simply been quoting a popu- 
lar tradition. The Saracens were fa- 
miliar with nalbls. the predecessor of 
cards, but they did not invent the 
game of cards, of wblcb nalbls were 
only a part. 


Tbe earliest date about which there 


can be no dispute at which playing 
card* are directly mentioned by a 
writer as a matter of bis penonal ex- 
perience Is that dlscoTered In to« reg- 
ister of the court treasurer of France. 
In the reign of Charles V I. Tbe entry 
Is under tbe date of Feb. 1. 1392. as 
follows: 


"Given to Jacquemin Grlogonneur. 


painter, for three pack* of playing 
cards. In gold and various colors and 
oruameutPd with several devices, to 
carry before the lord our king for his 
amusement WJ sols of Paris." 


This Is tbe foundation upon which 


U based tbe popular notion that pity- 
ing cards were Invent^ for tbesmose- 
nwnt of a crazy French king. Critics 
have pointed out that the amount paid 
Is simply for the band painting and 
decoration of tbe cards. Tbere la noth- 
ing in the entry that gives ground for 
supposing that tb* cards themselves 
were new. 


There are on exhibition today at tbe 


National library In Paris what are 
supposed to be seventeen of these 
cards that were painted for Cbarlea 
VI, and this baa strengtbetwd tbe im- 
pression that they are toe original 
model from which all playing cards 
have been copied.

the fame of tbe exhibit It baa been 
proved that tbe cards shown la Paris 
are really very fine Venetian tank 
cards and are part of an edition made 
at least as late as 1425. 


During tbe twenty years that follow 


this date of tbe royal treasurer's (ISOii 
literature to foil of references to play* 
log cards. Almost every author ttat 
mentions games of gambling parapher- 
nalia particularizes one or more gamps 
of cards. Bat before that date no al- 
lusion has been found to a game that 
could be construed as a card game, al- 
though there are several writer* who 
might reasonably be expected to men- 
tion cards If they were acquainted 
with them. 


Hugh von Trmberg. who wrote in 


tbe second half of tbe thirteenth and 
tbe besrfnnfna of tbe fourteenth cen- 
tury; Petrurvn, who wrote In the first 
balf of tho fourteenth century; Cban- 
cer. who wrote in tbe second balf of 
the fourteenth century, made no men- 
tion of cards, although In tbe writings 
of all of them there are references to 
gambling tables and implements. 


in tbe Esrurial library there is a 


manuscript composed by order of Don 
Alpbonso the Wise, dated 1321. which 
gives tbe rules for a number of games, 
especially chess and dice, but does not 
contain a word about cards. 


But one naturally asks if tbe earliest 


mention of cards la to be found in the 
register of tbe royal treasurer of 
Prance where did cards come from if 
they were not a new thing to him? 


To go back a little, it is well known 


that there existed long before tbe date 
of any mention of playing cards a se- 
ries of emblematic pictures called 
oaibls. which were used by gypsies 
and others for the purpose of fortune 
telling and sorcery. 
It is probably 


tbese naibis that were brought to Eu- 
rope by tbe Saracens, and perhaps 
they were supposed to be of Saracenic 
origin.

Tha Great French Writer** Opinion of 


His Own Drawings. 


When Victor Hugo's "Marion De- 


lorme" was read before the troupe of 
the Porte-Saint-Martin theater, the 
actor Laferriere, then a young man, 
protested against tb« insignificant role 
assigned him. in which be would have 
only ten lines to recite. Hugo prompt- 
ly reduced him to silence by thunder- 
ing, "Ten lines of Victor Hugo are 
something not to be refused—for they 
endure." Hugo attached a similar ex- 
aggerated significance to everything be 
did and to every object that was in 
any way associated with him. 


For instance, be considered his draw- 


Ings, whicb were for the most part 
commonplace enough, of sufficient im- 
portance to make tbem tbe subject of a 
testamentary provision. In his will of 
Aug. 31. 1881. he wrote. -I give my 
drawings and everything which shall 
be drawn by me to the National Li- 
brary of Paris, wblcb will be one dav 
tbe Library of the United States of 
Europe." 


Hugo's drawings are said to haVe 


been produced more often than not in 
tbe folio whig manner: If a blot of ink 
chanced to fall on his paper while he 
held bis pen aloft in quest of a word 
or rhyme, he enlarged the spot ab- 
sentmindedly and made additions to 
it Instinctively under the influence of 
a species of subconscious direction un- 
til he had produced a sinister moon- 
light scene or a "venerable bonrg dom- 
inating wltb its bristling ruins tbe 
shuddering waters of a river of 
legend." 
He elaborated with great 


care, however, during his irksome exile 
at Guernsey certain crude impressions 
he had transferred to his sketchbook 
during his journeys in the valley of 
the Rhine. Furthermore, being a great 
lover of children, he drew figures of 
tbe most extravagant sort for tbe 
amusement of the young people of his 
household.—Alran L. Saoborn in Book- 
man.

Long and Carefully Prepared State- 


men* Given to the Public Amount* 
to Direct Questioning of Dr. Cook's 
Veracity—Is Signed 
by All

Principals of the Roosevelt Party. 


New York, Oct. 12—The following 


statement of Commander Robert E. 
Peary, which he submitted, together 
with the accompanying map, to the 
Peary Arctic club in support of his 
contention that Dr. Cook did not reach 
the north pole, is now made public for 
the first time. 
The statement and 


map have been copyrighted by the 
Peary Arctic club. 


Commander Peary's Introduction. 
Some of my reasons for saying that 


Dr. Cook did not go to the north pole 
will be understood by those who read 
the following statements of the tiro 
Csklmo boys who went with him, and 
who told me and others of my party 
where he did go. Several Eskimos 
who started with Dr. Cook from An- 
oratok in February, 1908, were at 
Ktah when I arrived there in August, 
1908. TTiey told me that Dr. Cook bad 
with him, after they left, two Eskimo 
t>oys, or young men, two sledges and 
some twenty dogs. The boys were 
I-took-a-shoo and Ah-pe-lah. 
I had 


known them from their childhood. 
One was about eighteen and the other 
•bout nineteen years of age. 


On my return from Cape Sheridan 


and at the very first settlement I 
touched (Nerke, near Cape Chalon) in 
August, 1909, and nine days before 
reaching Etah, the Eskimos told me, 
In a general way, where Dr. Cook had 
been; that be had wintered in Jones 
Sound, and that he bad told the white 
men at Etah that he had been a long 
way north, but that the boys who were | 
with him, I-took-a-shoo and A-pe-lah, 
said that this was not so. The Eski- 
mos laughed at Dr. Cook's story. On 
reaching Etah. I talked with the Es- 
kimos there and with the two boys 
and asked them to describe Dr. Cook's 
Journey to members of my party and 
myself. This they did in the manner 
stated below.

Signed Statement of Peary. Bartlett, 


McMillan. Borup and Henson. in Re- 
gard to Testimony of Cook's Two 
Eskimo Boys. 
The two Eskimo boys, I-took-a-shoo 


and Ah-pe-lah. who accompanied Dr. 
Cook while he was away from Anora- 
tok I« 1908 and 1909, were questioned 
separately and independently, and 
were corroborated by Panikpab. the 
father of one of them (I-took-a-shoo). 
who was personally familiar with the 
flrst third ttnd the last third of their 
Journey, and who said that the route 
for the ranaitilng third as shown by 
them, was as described to him by his 
son after his return with Dr. Cook. 


The narrative of these Eskimos is 


as follows: 


They, with Dr. Cook. Francke and 


nine other Eskimos, left Anoratok, 
crossed Smith's Sound to Cape Sabine. 
slept in Commander Peary's old house 
in Payer Ilarbor. then went through 
Rice strait to Buchanan bay. After a 
few marctras Francke and three Eski- 
mos returned to Anoratok. 


Dr. Cook, with the others, then pro- 


ceeded up Flagler bay. a branch of 
Bschanau bay, and crossed 
Elles- 


mere Lafcd through the valley pans at 
the head of Flagler bay. indicated by 
Oomnuuufcr Peary in 1898. and utilised

This information -was obtained 
not 


from the two Eskimo boys, but from 
thf six men who re-turned and from 
Francke himself, and was known to 
us in the summer of 1908, when the 
Roosevelt flrst arrived at Etah. The 
information is inserted here as supple- 
mentary to the narrative of the two 
boys). 


After sleeping at the camp where 


the last two Eskimos turned back, Dr. 
Cook and the two boys went in a 
northerly or northwesterly direction 
with two sledges and twenty-odd dogs, 
one or more march, when they en- 
countered rough ice and a lead of open 
water. They did not enter this rough 
ice, nor cross the lead, but turned 
westward or soutbwestward a short 
distance and returned to Heiberg Land 
at a point west of where they had left 
the cache and where the four men had 
turned back. 


Here they remained four or five 


sleeps, and during that time I-took-a- 
shoo went back to the cache and got 
his gun, which he had left there, and 
a few items of supplies. 


When asked why only a few sup- 


plies were taken from the cache, the 
boys replied that only a small amount 
of provisions had been used in the 
few days since they left the cache, 
and that their sledges still had all 
they could carry, so that they could 
not take more. 


After being informed of the boys' 


narrative thus far, Commander Peary 
suggested a series of questions to be 
put to the boys in regard to this trip 
rom the land out and back to It. 


These questions and answers were

Heiberg Land (Cape Northwest) and 
the channel between Amund Ringnes 
Land and Ellef Ringnes Land. 


From this island they could see two 


lands beyond (Sverdrup's Ellef Ring- 
nes and Amund Ringnes Lands). From 
the island they Journeyed toward the 
left-hand one 
of these 
two lands 


(Amund Ringnes Land), passing a 
small island which they did not visit. 


Arriving at the shore of Amund 


Ringnes Land, the Eskimos killed 
a 


deer as indicated on the chart. 


The above portion of the state- 


ment of the Eskimo boys covers 
the period of time in which Dr. Coejc 
claims to have gone to the pole and 
back, and the entire

which he could possibly have naftde 
any attempts to go to it. 


If it is suggested that perhaps Dr. 


Cook got mixed and that he reached 
the pole, or thought he did. between

Here for the first time during th* 


entire Journey, except as 
already 


not"d off Cape Thomas H. Hubbard, 
they encountered open water. On this 
point the boys were clear, emphatic, 
and unshakable. They spent a good 
deal of time in this region, and finally 
abandoned their dogu and one sledge, 
took to their boat, crossed Hell's Gate 
to North Kent, up into Norfolk Inlet, 
then back along the north coatt of 
Colin Archer Peninsula to Cape Vera, 
where they obtained fresh eider duck 
eggs. Here they cut the remaining 
Fledge off, that is shortened it, as it 
was awkward to transport with the 
boat, and near here they killed a wal- 
rus. 


The statement in regard to the fresh 


eider duck eggs permits the approxi- 
mate determination of the date at this 
time as about the first of July. (This 
statement also serves, if indeed any- 
thing more than the inherent straight- 
forwardness and detail of their narra- 
tive were needed, to substantiate the 
accuracy and truthfulness of the boys' 
statement. This location of Cape Vera 
is mentioned in Sverdrup's narrative 
as the place where during hi» stay In 
tbat region he obtained 
eider duck 


eggs.) 


From Cape Vera they went on down 


into the southwest angle of Jonee 
Sound, where they 
killed 
a seal; 


thence east along the south coast of 
the sound, killing three bears at the 
point noted on the map, to the penin- 
sula known as Cape Sparbo on the 
map, about midway on the south side 
of Jones Sound. Here they killed 
some musk-oxen and, continuing east.

the storage battery is to 
the wire—the source of 
energy in reserve. With- 


leasing of power sites without passage of title 
to the user, through a charge for the occu- 
pancy and use of these sites and through rigid 
prov isions against combination and monopoly, 
the forest service is effectively safeguarding, 
within national forests, the interests of the 
American people, whose property these water 
powers are 
Herein lies the greatest public 


service which the forest service is rendering 
The standing timber in the national forests, 
which is alone sufficient if it were cut clean 
to meet all the needs of the nation for 10 
years, is of less value than the sites for the 
development of water power, whose useful- 
ness these forests conserve. 
The complete 


destruction of this timber by fire would be far 
less grave than for the power sites within na- 
tional forests to pass into unregulated corpo- 
rate ownership or control 


The power of the immediate future is wa- 


ter power 
The trust of the immediate future 


is the power trust, if nation, state and citizen 
fail to do their utmost In some regions this 
tru=t <s already firmly intrenched.

From Arizona to the Canadian border and 


from California to Minnesota and Arkansas, 
tbe forest rangers have done their duty. This 
has meant unrelenting effort, usually under 
frontier ccndiiions. There is no more exact- 
ing work than fire patrol; and, short of war, 
nothing make* greater claims than fire fight- 
ing upon personal courage, fiber and devotion. 
The forest rangers are the backbone of the 
service. Were it not for then, the national 
fore*U would soon be forests no longer. And 
as each of tkeee public servants comes to lay 
down kts tools for younger hands to pick up

The protection of the national forests from 


fire is incidental only to the development of 
their fullest permanent use. This use is limited 
only so far as is needed to insure the perma-

For a man can handle his forest in three 


diiTerent ways just as he can handle money 
in three different ways, and the «;ame is true 
of a nation 
He can destroy his forest by 


wasteful logging and the fire whirh follows it. 
just a<= he can squander money xmtil it is all 
gone 
He can protect his forest adequately 


from fire or other injury, but fail to harvest 
its crop, just as he can lock up money in a 
*afe and let it lie there protected from loss, 
but unproductive and useless. 
Or he can 


handle his forest rightly and profit by the 
interest without impairing the capital, like the 


. man who invests money safely and well. 


There is nothing intricate about the prin- 


ciples or the practice of forestry. It has its 
own careful, skilled methods based on stndy 
comparatnely recent in this country, but 
which in other countries began hundreds of 
years ago. To describe these methods would 
fill many pages and it takes trained men to 
apply them. But in the last analysis forestry 
is common sense, scientifically applied. Cat 
the mature trees, but do not ait them until 
they have shod seed enough to start young 
trees to make another forest 
Remember al- 


ways that the sapling will make a valuable 
tree some day if it is not injured, just as a 
boy will make a wage earner if he has his

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out forests to check the run-offs, streams fluc- 
tuate or even go dry for part of the year; but 
those streams which rise in well forested wa- 
tersh«»ds maintain a comparatively ev«»n flow. 


Tho reclamation service, when its task is 


finished, will have turned 50,000,000 acres of 
desert into fertile farm land, dotted with 
homes. I'nder its director, Frederick Haynes 
Newell, whose achievement is national and 
enduring, this work, unparalleled in scope, is 
going successfully forward. The story of what 
has been done by tbe men of the reclamation 
service, in the face of engineering difficulties 
historic in their magnitude, has yet to be ade- 
quately written. But for the permanent suc- 
cess of its work, the reclamation service must 
depend not merely upon it* reservoirs and 
dams, but upon the thoroughness with which 
the forest service does it* duty. The preser- 
vation of the national forest* i* vital to the 
fulfillment of the national irrigation policy. 


In the conservation of water used for the 


development of power through electricity, a* 
well as for irrigation, lie* Mother great func- 
tion of the national forest*, wbose importance 
is only beginning to be generally realized. In 
the regulation of the developaicnt of this 
power witLia nattoaal forsata, taroock tk« 


other resources, of which more than half were 
without charge. 


This vast and increasing business is han- 


dled by the officers of the forest service, who 
arc the servants of the people, in the interest 
first of all of the small man. The timber and 
the grass the national forests produce cost a 
fair price to the lumberman and the stockman. 


The forest sen-ice Is not charged with the 


regulation of corporations. But it is charged 
with the right care of a vast public property. 
It sees to it tba< the yield from this property, 
the water, the wood and the grass, goes first 
to those who need it most—to the home build- 
ers. 
For every permit granted to a man to 


graze 1.000 bend of stock or more, the forest 
service has granted in permits to small own- 
ers to graze their little bunches of sheep and 
cattle. For every large sale of timber, it ha* 
made 20 small sale* to feed tbe little sawmills 
upon which the frontier communities depend.
